Welland land move 
ignites opposition

While sudden enforcement of provin¬ 
cial open air burning regulations by the 
Welland Fire Department has ignited pro¬ 
tests, Pelham resolved the issue more than 
a year ago. 

The town passed a recreational open air 
burning bylaw that applies to the urban 
areas of Fonthill and Fenwick. Rural areas, 
which have farms and orchards, fall under 
different open air burning regulations. 

The urban bylaw requires those who 
wish to burn in their yards to obtain a 
permit from the fire department

It limits times, places and 
weather conditions. Firefighters 
inspect the location before issu¬ 
ing a permit 

“That eliminates some of the 
silliness” about burning in inap¬ 
propriate places such a decks 
and with questionable equip¬ 
ment, said Fire Chief Scott 
McLeod 

He said 200 permits were 
taken outlastyeat 
So fer this year, about 70 have 
been issued since the town 
added a $20 fee permit to cover 
inspection and administration. 

"We expect to have about the 
same number by tbe end of tbe 
season,” said McLeod 
The permits have resolved a 
long-standing problem of burn¬ 
ing complaints. Some led to 
misunderstanding requiring full 
fire department responses. 

“Someone would smell 
smoke, think it was a house fire 
and we would come out with 
our units,” he said 
Now that people have per¬ 
mits, firefighters can check first 
If someone without a permit 
triggers an open-air-burning 
call, Pelham firefighters can 
issue a $100 ticket, similar to a 
parking ticket under the provin¬ 
cial offences act

Last May, when firefighter 
Rob Belchior worked at the 
Fenwick Firefighters Association 
annual yard sale, he was asked 
by a woman if he had been at a 
recent accident on Webber Rd 

He looked at her, then asked 
if she was in a Toyota van from 
which firefighters took an 
injured woman six weeks before. 

Tears started to flow. She 
thanked the firefighters who 
took her out and carried her to a 
ambulance. 

Belchior said the experience 
during the Fenwick Lions Club 
carnival gave him an idea. 

For the official opening of a 
new Pelham Fire Station No. 2 
on Saturday, lune 25, he wants 
to assemble such stories for a 
slideshow. 

“On that day, we will talk a lot 
about the new station, its equip¬ 
ment and our toys,” he said, “but 
we don't want to lose sight of 
what we do for the community.” 

He invites people who have 
had experiences with Fenwick 
firefighters to tell him their sto¬ 
ries. For some, he may arrange 
to take photographs. 

Belchior wants to assemble 
them in a slide show display to 
play during the four-hour grand 
opening. 

The stories can go beyond car 
crashes, house or shed fires and 
medical calls. 

They could include students

The firefighters will move into 
the new fire station in the next 
few weeks once interior work is 
completed. 

The $2.9-miilion, 929-square- 
metre station will feature a drive- 
thru garage for trucks, training 
area, storage section and parking 
lot It was designed with exten¬ 
sive input from the Fenwick 
Firefighters Association. 

The new hall at 766 Welland 
Rd., backs onto Centennial Park. 
It will replace the current station 
at Welland and Canboro Rds. 

The grand opening on June 
25 will include a parade from 
the old station to the new one, 
ribbon cutting, firefighting 
demonstrations and display 
of equipment. 

The new hall includes 
more room for trucks, smoke 
training room, bunker equip¬ 
ment cleaning area and fit¬ 
ness equipment as well as a 
hydrant and water tank for 
hose drills. 

"We can now do a lot of 
our training at one site,” said 
Belchiot;

The passport has a check 
list of 13 activities including 
rolling down a hill, visiting 
a playground, smelling the 
flowers on a Steve Bauer tail, 
birdwatching, taking a hike 
and posing at the Comfort 
Maple.

This year, the mayor’s 
walking group took a guided 
tour of the Lathrop Property, 
a natural area covering the 
head waters of 12 Mile Creek 
off Marlene Stewart Streit 
Park. 

In 1998, Whiting and 
Marge Lathrop donated the 
forested area to the Nature 
Conservancy of Canada to 
protect for its natural values. 

Nature Conservancy coor¬ 
dinator Mhairi McFarlane 
took the walkers along trails 
through the area connected 
to the municipal park by the 
Nemy trail. 

She pointed out its value 
as a natural area filled with 
native vegetation, insects and 
animals. 


It has Carolinian forest fea¬ 
tures native trees and plants, 
and, rare species such tril- 
liums, the hooded warbler, 
butternut and American 
chestnut trees, she said. 

The property, which is 
supervised in partnership 
with the Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority, 
Ontario Ministry of Natural 
Resources and Land Care 
Niagara, is threatened. 

Motor bikes and cyclists, 
which are banned from the 
property, tear up trails and 
under mine delicate ecology, 

Young people have built 
ramps and cut paths in the 
area damaging meadows, 
undergrowth and young 

Others have tossed garbage 
in ponds and ravines littering 
the property. 

Meanwhile, she said, there 
is another risk to the natural 
area. The conservancy hopes 
to restore the property to its 
original condition. However, 
non-native plants such as 
periwinkle interfer. They 
spread across the ground 
undermining conditions for 
the recovery of native plants, 
insects, birds and animals. 

The conservancy needs 
help. It has sent a mail-out of 
its Lathrop Property brochure 
to homes in Fonthill. 

It welcomes volunteers 
to work on projects in the 
property.

T he invite read: You Are 
Invited To Dottie’s 100th 
Birthday Party. 

The Birthday Girl said as we 
entered the room: “Glad you 
could make it, it’s been a long time 
coming.” 

She wore a name tag on a lapel 
except it didn’t have her name on 
it. She didn’t need it. 

Instead, the words read: I Made 
It! 100. 

The Birthday Girl, Dottie 
Rungeling, was resplendent in a 
red jacket, white slacks and top. 

She flashed her million-dollar 
smile and lit up the surroundings 
with her spariding personality. 
Everyone was made to feel special 
by this gracious lady. 

Her big day was actually 
Thursday, May 12. This made 


Dottie 100 years and five days old 
on Tuesday, when the soiree was 
held. 

About 30 people were at the 
party at the house on Foss Rd., 
Fenwick, where she lived the first 
55 years of her life. 

“It’s hard to believe that 100 
years ago this year I was crawling 
around these floors in diapers,” she 
said to her guests. 

Before she spoke we were 
treated to lunch: tourtiere, fresh 
asparagus spears and salad, 
prepared by the folks at Whisk and 
Ladle on Canboro Rd. 

Dottie had a hand in lunch, 
too. Believe it or not, she baked 
two loaves of whole wheat bread 
Monday and brought them over 
for all to enjoy — what a slice of life 
she is! 

Beverley Belfry, a longtime 
friend and travelling companion, 
told me over lunch: “1 was in three 
air races with Dottie, those were 


exciting times, especially one to 
Cuba." 

What memories they must have. 

Beverley said: “President Batista 
entertained us. He called us his 
'beautiful swallows? 

This was in the mid or late 1950s, 
she said, when Fulgencio Batista 
was president of Cuba. 

Marilyn Scott sat across from 
me. She is charming and articulate. 
She also talked about how her 
friendship with Dottie started. 

“My husband took a few lessons 
from Dottie," Marilyn said. 

“But then the war came along and 

Her husband was Arthur Scott, 
the distinguished, internationally 
known architect. He became a 
captain in the air force and ended 
up becoming a trainer, she said. 

Now she and Dottie live in the 
same condo in Pelham. 

"She really can do anything” 
Marilyn said. 


“She's even a computer specialist 

— at 100. If anything goes wrong 
with computers in our building we 
just call Dottie and she comes over, 
assesses it and fixes it” 

She also teaches computer skills 
to seniors, Marilyn said. 

Little stories such as these were 
shared at our table by Dottie’s 
longtime friends. They are precious 
memories held together by threads 
of enduring friendship. 

There was birthday cake of course 

— and a boisterous round of Happy 
Birthday sung by all in attendance. 

Dottie regaled us with a few 
words, when she spoke the room 
turned quiet as guests listened 
intently. 

But the big surprise was her 
musical treat — she took a 
harmonica out of her pocket and 
played The Old Grey Mare much 
to everyone’s delight. Not to be 
neigh-sayers when asked to, we 
even sang a chorus. 

Dottie visited each table,

A theme last week was the 
J. Aneed to support of Downtown 
Fonthill businesses while moving 
toward a new, vibrant vision. 

First, John Wink, president of the 
Pelham Business Association (PBA), 
presented to Council last Monday. 
Wink expressed the frustration some 
downtown businesses have felt 
with the revitalization process. He 


explained that some Pelham Street 
stores have seen a 50% drop in rev¬ 
enues and have laid off employees. 

He made it clear that the PBA 
supports the reconstruction of the 
street, burying the utilities, and the 
streetscaping the duration of the con¬ 
struction, however, is negatively affect¬ 
ing businesses. Wink urged Council to 
pressure the contractors to get the job 
done as quickly as possible. 

Part of a special organizing com¬ 
mittee, Wink also reminded council 
of the Saturday, July 23 Summerfest to 
celebrate end of the work 

Later in the meeting council urged 
the general contractor — Brennan 
Construction — to commit to com¬ 
pleting the project on or before 
July 8 and well in advance of

cated that construction on Pelham 
St. is nearly done. I also expressed 
concern for local businesses and 
encouraged chamber members 
to support downtown Fonthill 
businesses. 

In his closing remarks, John 
Krall, emcee and past-president of 
the Chamber, urged members to 
“reset your GPS to take you back 
into downtown Fonthill.”Krall 
stated that "these businesses need 
your support.”

Dorothy Rungeling cel¬ 
ebrated her first century with 
a party for 30 people in her 
family home known as Tall 
Evergreens. 

Each guest had some attach¬ 
ment to her past as a break¬ 
through female pilot, flight 
trainer, author and musician. 

Three guests were air cadet 
students from the 1950s when 
she was a flight instructor at 
what then was called Welland 
Airport Cal Eden came from 
Florida for the party. 

Beverley Belfry and Susan 
Gill flew with her during her 
air-racing days. 

Jackie Kish dedicated para¬ 
chute jumps to Rungeling on 
some of her previous milestone 
birthdays. 

Rungeling wore a name tag: 
“I made it 100.” 

Her birthday was on May 12. 

She thanked fellow Order 


of Canada member Kenneth 
Kernaghan and his wife Helgi 
for allowing her to use what 
is now their home. Rungeling 
quipped that she didn’t really 
sell it, she just loaned it to the 
Kemaghans. 

It has been a home for writ¬ 
ers. The farmhouse on Foss 
Rd. was not only Rungeling’s 
home but that of her mother 
and well-known poet 
Ethelwyn Wetherald, and 
her mother’s father William 
Wetherald, a Quaker minis¬ 
ter and author who built it in 
1856. Kenneth Kernaghan, a 
Brock University professor, 
wrote extensively on public 
administration. Rungeling 
wrote five books about grow¬ 
ing up in Pelham, flying and 
aging. 

Kernaghan said when he 
bought the house in 1967 he 
had an image of Rungeling as 
little girl looking up at the sky 
longing to fly. 

He was surprised when

The birthday cake included 
a 1957 photo of her in a 
plane. 

The former pilot, who 
received the Order of Canada 
for her contributions to women 
in aviation, made the most of 
her own moments to fly at the 


party. 

She told a tale about her 
dating days and carrying “mad 
money” that every girl tucked 
away to make sure she gets 

Then she stepped back into 
her 1930s role of band musi¬ 
cian, pulled out a mouth organ 
and led the group as they sang 
The Old Gray Mare.
